paid by your Petitioner, a preſent maintenance ſhould be made by 

the ſaid Sir Henry Poole of 300 I. per an. a joynture of 400 l. per an. 

and 1700 l. by and in Lands ſhould bt ſetled on the ſaid 

Sonne and Daughter, and the heyres of their two bodies; and in 

purſuance thereof writings were drawne, ſealed and delivered betwixt the ſaid Sir 

Henry and your Petitioner. But in regard the Lands profered to bee ſetled were in 

mortgage, the writings were = agreement depoſited, and were accordingly depoſited 
in the hands of Rowland Lacy

e Mariage tooke effect, the Sonne and Daughter who were to have 300 I. per an. 


from Sir Heury Poole, received none of it, but were inforced to live upon your Petitioner, 
to his e 4001. and received tuch ill uſage both from Sir Henry Poole and her 
husband, that ſhe dyed (as is conceived) with griefe of it, without any iſſue of her bo- 
dy: So Sir Henry Poole died, who in his life time directed the depoſited writings to be 
burnt, and not to be made uſe of. 


Dame Anne Poole, the Executrix of Sir Henry Poole, having by indirect meanes got the 
ſaid deedes into her hands, cndeavoring thereby to enforce your Petitioner to the 
payment of the ſaid 2500 l. but upon daring of the cauſe in Chancery where the Ex- 
ecutrix proſecuted for reliefe, ſhe was diſmiſſed. 

Then the Executrix proſecuted your Petitioner at Law upon foure ſeverall catch- 
Ing promiſes . to be made by your Petitioner concerning the payment of the 
ſaid 2500 l. and thereupon 2700 l. dammages was given againſt your Petitioner, who 
had no benefit by the ſaid Mariage, nor any performance made by the ſaid Sir Heu- 
ry Poole of what was on his part tobe performed by the ſaid agreement to your Petiti- 
oner. | 

Your Petitioner to be relieved therein preferred his bill in Chancery, but the Lords 
Commiſſioners there declared, that according to the courſe and _ of Chancery, 
o_ _ not give him relicfe, but the Petitioner muſt apply to ſome other place PE 
reliefe. 

Your Petitioner thereupon, and in regard the ſaid Henry Poole in his life time, the Ex- 
ecutrix ſince his death hath not performed what was to bee performed on the part of 
the ſaid Sir Henry Poole, but contrary to agreement, and by unworthy & indirect meanes 
hath got the ſaid deeds into her hands, thereby diſabling your Petitioner to proſecute 
at law for relife, and uſeth all extremity 3 the perſon and eſtate of your Petitj- 
oner,

In Conſideration thereof, humbly prayer, that the Supreme power (being in your 
hands) and that not tyed to any forme or courſe of proceedings, but to apply relieſe 
accor ding to right reaſon and Naturall equity, that this cauſe betwixt your petitio- 
ner and the ſaid Executrix may be referred , examined and determined in ſuch 
way 45 to your wiſedomes ſhall 3 moſt agree able to juſtice and Equity.
